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BIG. ENGINE TO BE INSTALLED. 


The—efficiency of —-the-Merrimack 
street power statiom of the Boston & 
Northern street electric railway is «1 
be increased greatly by the installing 
of a new mammoth engine and a new 
boiler. It is only recently that one new 
engine was added to the plant, increis- 


Jing its horse power greatly. 


The new engine is to be a-cross com- 
pound Corliss engine, built by the 
Pennsylvania Iron works. It is to re- 
place two old style Mackintosh and 
Seymour engines. This change will in- 
crease the horsé power of the plant by 
1500 horse. It will be a direct con: 
nected machine with cyclinderg 28 and 
56 by 48 imch stroke, with 90 revolutions 
a minute. It will have all the latest 
improvements with the gravity system 
of self oiling. When -installed and in 
the best of running order it will be one 
of the- finest machines in-the-city. It 
will be even‘ larger than the large -one 
now in operation in- the power house 
and which is the pride of the company. 

There is also to be installed a. 50 
horse power boiler of the Babcock and 
Wileox-make,—_When—ah- the intended 
improvements have been made the 
plant will. have 4,000 horse power at its 
command, an increase from 350 horse 
power in the last nine years, which is 
as to the increase of the street railway 
system in and about Lawrence in those 
years. . 

The plant is under the direct charg? 
of Chief Exngineer L.. H. Brown of 
North Andover, with F. H. McQues- 
ton of that*town his first assistant. 
Chester H. Burnham of Haverhill is 
second assistant and Henry Sargen' 
third assistant, both of Haverhill. 
They are alt first class license men and 
all capable of handling the plant.

+ THE PRICE OF BEEF. 


DOMESTIC 


Water Supply 


James .M. Coburn of Kansas City, 
who has come to Lowell for Gid Home 
Week, gives an interesting explanation 
of the cause. of the .present high prices 
in-beef-in-one-of the papers of that 


city. 
Mr. Coburn formerly lived*in Lowell a 
and began his business career in the = 


Old Lowell bank:' He went west from | 
Lawrence, where he was cashier of the 
Pemberton bank, and during the past 
few years he has been identified with 
the largest cattle grazing interests of 
the country, : 

Speaking of the present price of retail 
beef, and the charge that it was due to_ 
manipulation by the trust, he said: 

‘IT am not friendly to the Big Four, 
but the real difficulty has been in the 
corn and other feed crops. There are 
four ‘grades of beef, the export beef, 
which furnishes roasts weighting from 
15 to 20 Ibs,, and which comes to this 
part of the country only.to the hotels: 
the second quality, which. nearly as 
good; which is not fattened so long; the 
third, which is fed partly on grass and 
partly on-corn;-and the lowest grad*, 
which is all grass-fed, and which goes 
into corned beef, with the exception of 
the loins; which comes east. 
“We-begin to teed” an export steer 
for the fattening a year before it is 
killed, and 80 bushels of corn are re- 
quired.» The increase in the price of 
corn during the past year has cost the 
farmer $28 more than before to make a 
finishéd steer, so that beef which sold 
at six cents at wholesale now nets hiin 
no more than eight cents, alinough it 
cost the consumer from $2 to $3. more 
a hundred weight. 

“My business is to raise three-year- 
old’ steers for the market. I am not 
getting as much-profit as a year ago. 
The west has suffered in the past year 
the greatest shortage in corn and other 
meed crops for 17 years. 

“The crop this year-promises to be 
one of the best that we have had for a 
long time, but it will take from Jan- 
uary to March before the beef will be 
upon. the market. The market wil! 
come down then but we must eventually 
look for higher prices in, beef, for the 
area of grazing lands is gradually being 
cut down and labor is higher. 

Speaking of-the proposed beef trust. 
he said: “It is sure to come.” When |. 
P. D.- Armour was alive, he was the’ 
king of the beef trade and did not want 
it. Swift is his successor as leader and 
want it. The trust will control all of 
the stock yards and packing houses ir 
the country. Whether or not it will be 
a good thing for the country remains 
‘to be seen, but it is bound to come.”

LIKES TO EAT INSECTS.

e-has even eaten spiders. However, 
he does not. recommend. these. 

He states two objections to spiders—- 
they are not insects,' and they ive on 
animal food. 

He says: ‘Pound your cockroaches 
in‘a morter; put in a sieve, and pour in 
boiling water or beef stock.”—Stray 
Stories. 


There are two ways of poaching eggs 
so they will look like snowballs when 
done. One is to separate the yolk from 
the white and beat the white to a stiff 
froth. But enough water in a shallow 
frying pan to just cover the eggs; toa 
pint of water add a teaspoonful of salt 
and two tablespoonfuls of vinegar; 
drop as many muffin rings in a pa 
as there are eggs to poach. When the 
water comes to the boiling point put 
half the beaten ‘white of one egg in a 
muffin ring; then carefully’ drop in the 
yolk; put the other half of the beaten 
white on the top of the yolk; do this 
quickly, so the egg is cooked evenly. 
Let the egg cook gently about two 
minutes; lift off the ring, slip a thin 
broad pancake knife under the egg 
and ‘lift it out of the pan onto the 
toast or on the plate without toast. 
The other way is to prepare the,water 
by the directions given and also use 
the rings; drop each egg separately 
into the rings and with a spoon dash 
the. boiling water over the top of the 
egg; this cooks the white over the top 
and makes the egg look white all over. 
Use rather small muffin rings.—Adver- 
tiser.

GRUESOME FUID . 


Body of Dead Man Discovered Near 
Lawrence Line in Frye Village. 


On Sunday, Paul Belanger, a 
farm hand in the~employ of 
D. F. Donovan, whose place, 


known as the Smith farm, is in South 
Lawrence not far from Frye Village. 
while walking in the woods east of 
South Union street beyond the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad crossing stumbled 
over a dead body which he suddenly 
came upon in the bushes. He at once 
notified his employer who sent word 
to the police station, and an officer with 


Medical Examiner Dow went to the 
scene... Undertaker Colby was also no- 
tified. 


The spot where the body lay is low 
and swampy, and secluded by thick 
growth of underbrush. It was about 
100 yards: southeast of the. railroad 
crossing. : 

The body lay on its left side, with 


face downward, and - resting -on--the 


right arm. It was attired in a dark 
suit, lace shoes,, black stockings and 
white shirt, with broad blue stripes. 
The man was large of stature, and 
must-have-weighed about 175 pounds 
when alive: 

There was nothing about tne body 
which. would indicate age, nor was 
there anything about the person of the 
deceased which could be used as a 
means of identification. 

The body had probably been there 
since early spring and is thought to be 
thatofatramp. — 

The body was buried in Bellevue cem- 
etery on Sunday. 

Since the discovery of the body, the 
Lawrence authorities have received a 
mysterious postal, which may result in 
the identification of the body. 

The postal card read as follows: 

“The man you got in the bush at 
Frye Village is John F. Harkins of 
Newport or Pawtucket, R. I. He 
died July 2, last. He was married, 
too, and has four children in Paw- 
tucket, R. I. This is all I know, 
only I saw him when be was going 
to Lawrence, and his daughter was 
down here last week looking for 
him. His brother keeps a hotel in 
Providence, R.. J. I am sure I am 
right, as you can find out by asking.”

_As. far as the writing was concerned, 
there was nothing on the postal, except 
the_initials,to-show-who-wrote “it; and 


there was nothing to-show. from where: 


and when it. was written. The post- 
mark, however, showed that the postal 
was stamped in Lowell. The writing 
was bad and the speliing was poor, 

The Pawtucket authorities are in- 
clined to think that the man may have 
beén John F. Harkins, who was well 
known in that city because of his eccen- 
tric actions.

PRESIDENT’STRIP. 
| As announced .exclusively in Tues- 
day afternoon's issue of the Telegram, 
Mayor Leonard received a_ telegram 
from Congressman W. S. Knox Tués- 
day afternoon, informing him that 
President. Roosevelt would pass 
through Lawrence en route for Maine, 
én-Tuesdty;“August 26th, and that the 
Presiflential party would be the guests 
of the citizens at the South Lawrence 
Station, for 15 minutes, from 10,10 to 
10.25 a. m.

lO BE RUNNING IN TWO WEEKS. 


‘It will be running in two weeks,” is 
the statement that has been heard ev- 
every little while for the past year or 
more, ,in regard to. the new'Hampshiree 
street line of the Lawrence & Methuen 
Street Railway company, but now Wf 
the opinon.of-these-at the head of the 
company is to be taken, the road will 
be in operation before the end of the 
present week, for no less a person than 
Mr. ‘Lovell himself, has made this 
estimate. The opinion of others, how- 
ever, is that the line will not be run- 
ning this week, but they say that it 
is a certainty that the cars will be in 
operation before the end ofanother 
two weeks, . 

The opening is anxiously awaited, for 
the people of Lawrence are eager lo 
visit the new Canobie lake park and to 
ride over the liné which is promised 
to be one of the finest lines any where 
to be found in this section. The cars 
have been built and are already pro- | 
vided with their painted signs.. They 
are complete and ready at any time 
to be. put right into service. The cars 
are-the great long, wide, double-truck 
cars, of Laconia mrake, and the very 
best-and latest pattern, -As-te-the ral 
they are to run on, a great deal has 
already been said. It is the same as |s 
being put into all of the most up to 
“date electre railroads. 

The Hampshire street bridge which 
the cars ‘will cross, has been replank- 
ed-by-the company and has been great- 
ly strengthened by heavy iron girders. 
This work was completed last week. 

The main line will run up Hamp- 
shire street, to Methuen, through Pel- 
ham, and to Salem, N. H.: At Methuen 
the route to Canobie lake branches off 
and for the greater part, runs over pri- 
vate ground belonging to the cgampany. 
The line between Salem, N. H., and

MYSTERIOUS POSTAL. 


Although the police were inclined to 
believe that the Frye Village mystery 
would never be solved (and the city 
marshal is still inclined that way) it 
is probable that.the letter which City 
Marshal O’Sullivan_received—Tuesday 
morning, may ultimately result in the 
identification of the body which was 
found in a clump of bushes near the 
Andover line, last Saturday evening. 
If the matter is handled properly, the 
letter may also lead to the locating 
of its writer who may be found to 
know considerable concerning the 
death of the unknown man, ° . 

The sentences were written ona pos- 
tal card. There was no introduction 
and the postal card read as follows: 

“The man you got in the push 
at Frye Village is John F. Harkins 
of Newport or Pawtucket, R. I. He 
died. July 2, last. He was married, 
too; and has four children in Paw- 
tucket, R. I. That is all I know, 
only I saw him when he was going 
to Lawrence, and his daughter was 
down here last week, looking for 
him. His brother keeps a hotel in 

Providence, R. Il. Iam sure I am 

right as you can find out by ask- 

ing.”’ . 

(Signed) ‘ SP ‘L;?” 

As fur as the writing was concernea, 
there was nothing on the postal, ex- 
cept the initials, to show who wrote 
it, and there was nothing to show from 
where and when it was written, The 
postmark, however, showed that the 
postal was stamped in Lowell at 1 
o'clock this morning and that it was 
received in this city at 7.30 a. m. The 
writing was bad and the spelling was 
poor. 

Marshal O'Sullivan is not inclined to 
take much stock in the postal, as he 
thinks it was written by some man 
whose imagination ran away with him. 
“Ic goes too far,” says the marsha.,, 
“when this man tells us just when the 
unknown man _ met..his death, Of 
course it is possible that the two men 
were tramping together, and that one 
of them went.into the bushes and died. 
I do not think that there was any mur- 
der.”’ it 
.The marshal gave the © impression 
that he was to let the matter drop and 
that he did not intend to even notify 
the police of Lowell. 

It seems very probable that the one 
who wrote tne letter might be ‘able 
to throw considerable light on _ the 
whole matter; and it might not prove 
such a difficult task to locate him, if 
an effort were made to do so.

THE APPLE PROSPECT. 

Conflicting estimates of the coming 
apple crop are heard, and conservative 
judges are withholding their opinions. 
The Country Gentleman says that fn 
general, the indications are for some- 
thing below an average crop,.if not for 
a distinct shortage. The late freezes 
did damage in some localities; and 
there has been an unusually heavy drop 
due to insufficient pollination, to con- 
tinued bad weather, and to disease. At 
the present moment, the orchards, of 
the northeastern states seem to be bad- 
ly infested with scabfungus, which has 
gained headway during the wet weath- 
er, Tender varieties like Greening and 
Fameuse are already considerably 
damaged, so that the pick of first grade 
fruit will be much shortened. Fire 
bright has also appeared in some or- 
chards and fs hurrying its usual deadly 
work. With these and other adverse 
conditions tending to shorten the crop, 
it is hardly likely that the market this 
fall will be overstocked. The Rural 
New Yorker agrees with, and sees 
nothing in a careful and extended re- 
port to indicate a heavy crop. Some 
localities send hopeful reports but as a 
whole, it seems evident that’ in the 
sections where large..crops..of--apples 
are usuelly produced frost, dis¢ase or 
flood have cut down the yield.

WO-TO-BA 
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RUNNING FAST TRAINS. 


Mr. Nagle, an engineer on one of the 
big roads, was dsked if there-was-any 
certain trick'in the running of fast 
trains, and he replied: 

“There is no difference in the running 

of the fast train and the slow one. 
There is one thing that a man shoulda 
remember though, and that is not to 
get nervous, no mater what turns up 
before him, The engineers who run 
the flyers must also be men of quick 
decision, because a little wavering on 
their-part might cause a bad wreck, If 
it is the engineer's opinion that the 
train should be stopped he should do 
so at once, but if he thinks he can get 
through, then all right—throw her open 
and go through, but don’t hesitate. The 
success in running fast trains lies in 
the one fact of keeping your mind on 
what. you are doing and not getting 
excited when something turns up unex- 
pected before you. An. qhaineer_must. 
Fatways be on his guard, for going over 
the ground at 60 or 70 miles an hour he 
must act quickly when the time comes, 
as there is no chance. .to consider what 
is best to do, 

“The engine I run makes from 10 to 12 
mites~faster’ time than ts ordinarily 
run, To be able to do this I have got to 
know every foot of the road. For in 
knowing the track I can tell just where 
the long stretches of level road are be- 
fore I get to them, and in this way I 
can calculate just where I can make up 
any little time that I might have lost 
at the beginning of the trip: In some 
places in making a run I will go way 
ahead of my schedule, but what I have 
gained here I will lose on some otier 
»art of the road that is not so good. 

“In making fast runs it is in ie stops 
and slowdowns where an engine loses 
time. You take, for-instance, a train 
that has to be brought.to a dead stand- 
still; it will require as high as 10 min- 
utes before it can be: got well under. 
way again, and when you are going at 
60 miles an hour 10 minutes counts a 
great deal, ° ' 

“It seems singular, but to a person 
who is- associated with engines all the 
time they almost seem alive. This is on 
account of the sensitive machinery 
about them. You can’t any more say 
what kind of time an engine is going to 
make when you start out with it than 
yqu can tell how a racehorse is going to 


+eant get it to running right during the 


whole trip, and then at other times it 
will start off perfectly smooth and you 
will have no “trouble whatever. “The 
weather has much to-do with the way 
an engine works.“When the atmosphere 
is damp and cold and the oil is thick 
the machinery..works-much-harder than™ 
in_drv,.warm_weather-when- the oil -re- 
mains thin. Then there is the difference 
in coal; some engines will. burn . one 
kind better than. another. And the way 
the wind blows also. has much_to do 
with the speed that is made.: 

“The thing that helps out the most in 
making fast runs and that which makes 
them possible, is the automatic brake. 
With this appliance the engineer has 
absehite-contro}-of-the train; and when 
he sees danger ahead he can stop at 
will. Many neople think that it is put- 
ting too much work on the engineer to 
have him watch the brake, but it is not. 
He by all that is rigtit’should -have full 
chargé of the train, because he rides in 
front, where everything that transpires 
on the track is in full view, It used to 
be that we would have to sight danger 
a long Way ahead so as to give the 
brakeman a chance to get the brakes 
set. In those days when you whistled 
for brakes the men“in the train could 
never tell what you wanted to stop for, 
and consequently they would not get 
i them set as quickly as as the engineer 
would have liked, As it is now, when 
he sees anything that looks dangerous 
he can have the train nearly stopped 
before the obstacle comes into full view, 

“It is, generally thought that the 
speed the engines are required to main- 
tain,” Mr Nagle went on to say, “great- 
ly injures them, but I don’t find that 
this is true, because it seems that they 
are built for it. In fact, the engines are 
much larger now than they were some 
years ago.,When I first began to run 
we carried about 130 pounds of steam, 
while now we use from 215 to 230 boiler 
pressure.”—Indianapolis Journal.

RAILROAD CASUALTIES 


According to a bulletin issued by the 
interstate commerce commissicn, re- 
garding collisions and dera‘inents of 
three months ended March 31, last, the 
sumer of persons killed in train acci- 
dent were 212 and of injured 2111, 

Accidents of other kinds including 
those sustained by employes, while at 
work, and by passengers in getting on 
and off cars brings the total number up 
to 813 killed and 9958 injured. 

During the period there ‘were 1220 
collisions and 838 derailments, of which 
221 collisions and 84 derailments affect- 
ed .passenger trains, resulting in 41 fa- 
tal accidents to passengers, and 826 in- 
jured. The damage to cars, engines and 
roadway by these accitents amounted 
$1,914, 258,
